If a worker should die after 
retiring and before he has used 
up all his insurance under the 
monthly payment plan, the bal­ 
ance will be paid monthly to his 
widow or to his children unaer 
18 yearr of age until the fund is 
exhausted. 


If a worker dies before reach­ 
ing 65. s monthly allowance is 
paid his dependent children or to 
Ills widow until the insurance is 
used up. If his widow is under 65 
and there are no minor children, 
the amount may be paid to the 
widow in a lump sum.

School Defense Week. 
Governor Coke R. 8tevenaon has 
proclaimed the week of November 
3 through the 11th as Sfhool De­ 
fense Week. It is very Important 
that we have county wide observ­ 
ance of this most important mat­ 
ter of patriotic movement by 
every school teacher and student. 
One is at liberty to use their own 
ingenuity in supplementing this 
proposed program of national de­ 
fense. Some material for the De- 
‘ fense Week can be secured from 
ithe County Superintendents o!- 
ifice. Let us accept the responsi- 
i billty and properly observe this 
Defense Week. 
Constitutional Oath. 
The past Legislature passed a 
law requiring the school teachers 
of Texas to take the Constitution­ 
al Oath which all State and Coun­ 
ty officials must take when they 
are placed in office. The local 
trustees of the various school dis­ 
tricts have always taken the oath 
of office, when they were sworn 
in. All State college professors 
must subscribe to a sworn state­ 
ment of loyalty to the Texas and 
United States Governments. 
This new law will be no worry 
to the teachers of Comanche 
County, nor will it cause any oon- 
fltcts, because all teachers here 
have a patriotic feeling for the 
government and are teaching the 
school children how best to live 
in a democracy. 
It is planned that the teachers 
in the rural schools will have the 
Constitutional Oath administered 
to them at the visit of the Eteputy 
State Superintendent. Some of the 
independent School superintend­ 
ents have given the oath to their 
teachers. The oaths, when taken, 
are to remain on permanent file.
